3 Eoglith {he Latin Examples, may both receive Light 
from thence how to practice the Rule, and be furniſhed 
with ſome Latin Words alſo not improper for his pur- 


poſe, Where the Rule is any thing obſcure, or the pra- 
Fice thereof difficult, as being remote from the common 
way of ſpeaking Engliſh, the Examples are many, and 
they had need to be ſo, for School Boys are uſually ſuch 
blind Barpers, that unleſs they be minded over and over 
again to take heed and obſerve flrifly, they will con-

thing; Commendatory, where we recommend 


any Perſon ; and many ſuch like. But in the

content our ſelves with ſuch confuſed and tri. 
fling Matter, as Boys uſe to talk among them 
ſelves ; for they are the Per/on; for whom we 
muſt accommodate al we write here.
